ThouMnd Volumes ,-.n th« Conduct 


of • Criminal Trial. 


An eminent American jurist was 


recently the guest of a foreign rep- 
resentative at a country house in 
one of the fashionable colonies oi 
Xew England. 
After dinner in the 


library the lawyer noticed a shell 
of volumes on chess. 


"This must be the most compli- 


cated game in the world," lie said. 
"with so many books of rules." 


"By no means," replied the host: 


"the most complicated game in the 
world is played in your profession." 


.He indicated the bookshelf. 
"There are a dozen volumes on 


tlie rules of chess, but there are a 
thousand volumes on the rules for 
the conduct of a criminal trial in an 
American court." 


This was no exaggeration. There 


is a rule, with its interminable re- 
finements, for every step in a crim- 
inal trial. 
Sixteen years ago the 


state library of Pennsylvania con 
tiiincd the works of fifty authorities 
on the single subject of evidence—• 
that is, on what a witness may say 
and how he 
imly say it. 
These 


works wt-re often in several volumes 
of from ;")()() to 1.000 pages—rotig 
!v, a hundred volumes of f>0,000 
pages on the rules for a single phase 
of a legal trial! 


Since that date u great number of 


volumes have been printed on this 
group of rules. Wigmore alone has 
written four volumes on evidence, 
ami he has assembled 34.000 ease." 
construing and interpreting their re- 
lim'inents. The Cyclopedia of Lnw 
and Procedure nlone contains 1,300 
pages citing (',.";,000 cases on this one 
subject. 


It seems strange that, in our Ion 


familiarity with the procedure of 
criminal trials we have not observer 
that they degenerated into inert' 
rule ridden events. The counsel for 
the stale plays on one side, the at- 
torney for the prisoner on the oth- 
er, and the judge is the referee. The 
object on the purt of these player- 
is to win. The interest of the judge 
is so to condtut the game that he 
will have made no mistake in th 
application of the rules.—Melville 
l»avissoii Post in Saturday Evening 
Post.

en to the Detroit Athletic club at the

automobile parade, 
he 


made a short address to 
the Boy 


Scouts who were lined up in front of 
tbe station. lie told them he believed 
in their organization because it taught 
them to tight, for the truth and not to 
be mollycoddles. 


After luncheon at the Detroit Athle- 


tic club Colonel Roosevelt, spent near- 
ly two hours in privacy before lie 
went to a local opera house to deliver 
an address 
on 
"Americanism 
and 


Preparedness for Peace." 


He Attack* Henry Ford. 


While professing great admiration 


for Mr. Ford's character ami his treat- 
ment of his employes, Mr. Roosevelt 
in his speech 
declared 
Mr. 
Ford 


would willingly turn the whole coun- 
try, 
including his workingmen, over 


to a foreign invader. The success of 
Mr. Ford in the primaries o[ Michigan, 
and his strength, in Nebraska and 
Pennsylvania, has had such an effect 
on congressmen, he continued, that 
he must speak out. 


Like Mr. Ford, the Tories of the 


Revolution nnd the Copperheads of 
the Civil wor were many of them 
"men of line character and

purpose."

—An audience of which the Senate 
and the American people were not a- 
ware listened intently to the debate 
on the Jones bill providing for the 
independence of the Philippines. 
It 


was the Dutch government. For the 
interests of Holland in American pol- 
icy in the Far East is only one step 
removed from that of the Filipiuos 
themselves. 


Holland is the land of Rembrandt 


and Frans Hals, of tulips and canals, 
windmills and wooden shoes only in 
the realm of picturesque sentiment. 
In the modern workaday world of na- 
tional existence Holland is the mother 
of an empire. 
A nation of 7,000.100 


Dutch rules over 45,000.000 colonials. 
Holland is the head, these colonial 
possessions are the body. Their loss 
would leave Holland to brood over 
finished history. 


A glance at a map of the Pacific 


explains Holland's interest in the Phil- 
ippines. 
The islands of Java, Suma- 


tra, New Guinea, Borneo, and Cele- 
bes, -which constitute the bulk ot the 
extensive Dutch empire, are too un- 
wieldy for ready defense with small 
means. Their richness is their great- 
est insecurity. The nation that con- 
trols them can be a powerful factor 
in the rule of the Pacific, and no na- 
tion can be supreme in the Pacific 
without them. Let the Philippines re- 
main American, the command of the 
Pacific is shared by Japan. Great Brit- 
ain, America, and Holland. 
Let the 


United States leave the Philippines, 
at once Great Britain and Japan tow- 
er over Holland. 
So long 
as 
the 


Dutch possessions form 
the 
bridge 


from British India to Australia the 
Dutch cannot feel altogether secure 
if it should ever come to a struggle 
on a gigantic scale in the Far East. 
And if the United States leaves the 
Philippines the Dutch fee\ sine that 
these islands will become Japanese 
in the course of time, and Japan's im- 
perialistic appetite might be whetted 
to insatiation.

Habits and economic status: When 


American writers awoke to the beauty 
and attractiveness of our native birds, 
among the first to be enshrined in 
song and story was the bobolink. Few 
species show such striking contrasts 
in the color of the sexes, and few have 
songs more unique and whimsical. 
In it* northern home the bird in loved 
for its beauty and its rich melody; in 
the South it earns deserved hatred by 
its destructiveneas. Bobolinks reach 
the southeastern coast of the United 
States the last half of April just as 
rice is sprouting and at once begin to 
pull up and devour the sprouting ker- 
nels. 
Soon they move on to their 


northern breeding grounds, where they 
feed upon insects, weed seeds, and a 
little grain. When the young are well 
on the wing, they gather in flocks 
with the parent birds and gradually 
move southward, being then generally 
known as reed birds. They reach the 
rice fields of the Carollnas about Avi 
gust 20. when the rice is in the milk. 
Then until the birds depart for South 
America planters and birds fltbt for 
the crop, and in spite of constant 
watchfulness and Innumerable devices 
for scaring the birds a loss of 10 per 
cent of the rice Is the usual result.
